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Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because it lack descriptive text labels. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure.

It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Cai et al. (US 6,134,246) in view of following explanation. 

Regarding claim 6, a method for transmitting a continuous bit steam via an ATM 
communications network in which at least two virtual connection are provided, the 



method comprising the steps of: 
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Converting the continuous bit stream to an ATM-oriented cell stream is anticipated in 
Fig-2 or by "user packet is de-assembled into plurality of fixed sized ATM cells" 
disclosed in column 4, lines 8-9; and 

Transmitting the ATM-oriented cell stream distributed between the at least two virtual 
connections is anticipated by "while utilizing multiple low-bandwidth communication link 
ATM cells are transported 1 as disclosed in column 2, lines 45-47 wherein 
synchronization cells are regularly inserted, at least at times, into the at least two virtual 
connection is anticipated by "IMA message packet" disclosed fig. 7. 

Regarding claim 7, defining a synchronization cells by a synchronization cell 
identifier in a header part of ATM cell is anticipated by "IMA message header structure" 
disclosed in fig. 7. 

Regarding claim 8, wherein a synchronization cells contains a sequence number 
is anticipated by "SEQ (block 510)" disclosed in Fig 7 

Regarding claim 9, wherein the ATM oriented cell stream has a transmission bit 
rate which is greater than the respective maximum transmission bit rates of the two 
virtual connection is anticipated by " The idea of ATM inverse MUX is to use several 
small capacity transmission lines to accommodate a large bandwidth connection" as 
disclosed in column 4, lines 30-34 or fig 4. 

Regarding claim 10, wherein in assembly into one original ATM-oriented cell 
stream and the continuous bit stream is carried out with the aid of the synchronization 
cells after transmission via at least two virtual circuits is anticipated by " the packets are 
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re-synchronized into their original sequence by utilizing the sequence number provided 
within each packet disclosed in column 2, lines 60-63 or Fig 4.
